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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-13, 22-28, are drawn to a composition. 

Group II, claims 14-21, are drawn to a method of treatment. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 1-3.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature linking Groups I and II is the combination of a 
prostaglandin or prostamide and a trefoil factor family peptide. 

Ueno (U.S. Pat. No. 7,074,827) teaches a method for treating ocular 
hypertension and glaucoma with reducing side effects such as keratoconjunctive 
disorders with a composition containing a prostaglandin. 

Bakhit et al (U.S. Pat. No. 6,984,628) teaches a composition comprising trefoil , 
family factor peptides and the use of a second therapeutic agent in treating the 
symptoms of dry eye, a keratoconjunctive disorder, or any underlying disease or 
condition that would have dry eye as a side effect. 
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There is no special technical feature linking the inventions of Group I and II and 
therefore lacks unity as defined by PCT Rule 13.2 as it does not define a contribution 
over the prior art. 

Accordingly, Groups I and II are not so linked as to form a single general 
inventive concept. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Species in Group I: 

(a) prostaglandin related compound being a prostaglandin F-related 
compound in claim 22 and 28 

(b) prostaglandin related compound being bimatoprost in claims 12,13, 24 

(c) prostaglandin related compound being latanoprost in claim 25 

(d) prostaglandin related compound being travoprost in claim 26 

(e) prostaglandin related compound being unoprostone isopropyl in claim 
27 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
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subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141 . If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species.

4. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: each species 
claimed is to have identical pharmacological binding, properties, characteristics, and 
use to have the same utility. 

Sharif et al. (Journal of ocular Pharmacology and Therapeutics, Pages 501-515) 
teaches that travoprost, latanoprost, bimatoprost, and unoprostone had different 
affinities for the receptors and as a result, different levels of potency. 

Therefore there are different uses and properties for each species and no single 
technical feature. 

5. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
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is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.
